on space shuttle 


WASHINGTON ( UP I ) — The U.S. 
Space Agency slowed work on its 
high priority space shuttle rocket 
plane Friday and 
suspended or 
cancelled four other projects in a 
broad series of cutbacks forced by 
White House spending restrictions. 
The space agency also announced 
that it was closing down its Plum 
Brook station near Sandusky, Ohio, 
at a cost of 460 jobs there and 140 
jobs at the Lewis Research Center 
in Cleveland. 
Work on a $250 million High 
Energy Astronomical Observatory 
(HEAO) project was suspended, all 
nuclear propulsion research was 
discontinued and work on nuclear 
power 
plants 
will 
be 
sharply 
curtailed 
An 
advanced 
communications 
satellite effort was killed and an 
experim ental 
short 
takeoff 
and 
landing aircraft was cancelled 
“ These reductions are necessary 
as part of all the actions required to 
reduce total governm ent spending to 
the $250 billion target set by the 
president for fiscal 1973,” NASA 
said in a statem ent. 
A spokesman said the result of all

will 
save 
the 
government $200 million for the rest 
of the fiscal year which ends June 30. 
A total of 700 civil service jobs will 
be eliminated, plus an undetermined 
number at contractor plants. 
“ Every effort has been made to 
continue essential elem ents for a 
balanced and productive space and 
aeronautics program within tight 
fiscal constraints,” the agency said.

weakness is the suggestion 
in it of trickery, of the use of 
sem antical 
devices 
to 
o b s c u r e 
e s s e n t i a l 
relationships; of the resort 
to a fictitious nomenclature 
for the sake of trying to give 
substance to a phoney set of 
arrangements. 
A genuine Vietnamization 
would give to the South 
Vietnamese the means of 
carrying on the war in their 
own 
self-defense 
with 
reference 
only 
to 
those 
ilitary 
limitations 
the 
United States would inflict 
on itself. That means, in 
effect, withholding from the 
South Vietnamese nuclear 
weaponry.

Joan Ryan 
A-hunting 
they must go 


WASHINGTON (NEA) 
I know that women’s liberationists are angered when 
psychological differences between men and women are 
implied but I must conclude that the stalking and killing 
of wildlife thrills a man far more than it does a woman 


You can dismiss my opinion, if you like, as coming 
from an F. Scott Fitzgerald type. But I am a woman 
surrounded by Ernest Hemingway men and I don’t share 
their killer instinct. 


The first hunting trip for my teen-age sons was planned 
six months ago by my husband and his Texas friends. 
The boys were unaware of the pressure on them as the 
only youngsters included and my husband took great 
pains to see that they had practice shooting beforehand 
so they would not be embarrassed by a lack of marks­ 
manship. 


During the fall, we drove the freeways into Virginia to 
the Bull Run Public Shooting Grounds. There, supplied 
with 20 gauge shotgun, the boys would stand, weapons 
raised, next to the brown shingled turrets which zinged 
clay pigeons across a field that once was filled with tall 
green grass. Now it was a graveyard for the splintered 
black clay targets. 


In early December my husband and sons packed up 
their gear in large duffel bags: jungle boots, plaid flannel 
lumberjack shirts, blue jeans, fleece lined jackets, hats 
and vest. 


They flew to Houston, where they proceeded with the 
rest of the hunters in two small private planes south­ 
ward, over the King Ranch, to Brownsville and finally to 
San Fernando. Mexico. The landing strip was an unpaved 
bumpy stretch marked only by the fact that it was grass- 
less. 
They changed quickly into their rough clothes and 
headed for the wilds in mid-afternoon under a bright blue 
sky They roamed the cornfields and walked down rough, 
rock-covered roadways. The boys had 20 gauge shotguns 
loaded with size 7xk shot like the men. 
Soon the Mexican guides, who didn’t speak English, 
gestured frantically at a flock of low-flying birds. My 
son described them as “ beautiful things, really pretty. 
All purple and blue.” 
They were blue rock pigeons, the first shot of the dav. 
The hunters bagged quail, brown-bodied, white-throated 
birds flecked with black. And small tan doves completed 
the first day’s shoot. 
The party was up at 4 a.m. for a Mexican ranchero 
breakfast and was hidden in the fields under teepees of 
corn stalks by sunrise. 
“Geese!’’ hissed a surgeon from Houston. He stood and 
shot but the birds that fell were long-necked sand cranes. 
Good eating, the Mexicans pantomimed. 
There were more quail, more blue roejks, some curved-

beaked curlews shot One of the boys went to retrieve a 
a pigeon that was still fluttering on the ground “I had to 
pop its neck.” he said later. “ It was really gross, Mom, 
but the» bird was suffering and I couldn't stand that " 
He looked so sad; it must have been the low point of the 
trip for him. 
The group gathered for lunch in a bougainvillea-covered 
ranch house and my boys investigated the wildlife. They 
spotted a pair of javelinas, huge, tusked hogs that hustled 
off into the cactus underbrush Two five-foot black snakes 
slithered along the edge of the inland lagoon in a mating 
dance. Then the boys got their guns and went back to the 
hunt. 
Close to sundown, the boys saw the first flock of geese. 
After their shots echoed to stillness, four of the large 
birds dropped to the ground. The hunters loaded their 
trophies into the truck and headed back to a lavish din­ 
ner of smothered quail, stuffed geese, refritos, fresh 
tomatoes and tortillas. 


Clemente: not just a sports hero

NEW YORK - (NEA) - 
Shortly before R o b e r t o 
Clemente’s death there was 
a story out of Washington, 
D. C., that told of the “boom­ 
erang” effect the antidrug 
TV spots by National Foot­ 
ball League players w e r e 
having on the young. 


Donald L. Kanter, a psy­ 
chologist and marketing pro­ 
fessor at the University of 
Southern California, cited a 
study he had made. Pro­ 
fessor Kanter found that 90 
per cent of the high school 
students he interviewed be­ 
lieved the football players 
were “hypocritical,” “insin­ 
cere.” 
This is in stark contrast to 
the way Clemente met his 
death. He was embarking on 
what has been called “a mis­ 
sion of mercy,” seeing to it 
firsthand that a planeload of 
relief supplies for the earth­ 
quake victims of Managua, 
Nicaragua, would get to the 
intended destination (rumors 


that previous supplies he had 
helped gather had landed in 
the hands of profiteers had 
provoked him). 


Clemente did not pay lip- 
service to a popular cause; 
if he was concerned strictly 
with ballooning any kind of 
humanitarian i m a g e , he 
could have simply lent his 
name to the relief efforts 
and then gone off to a ban­ 
quet or the golf course or his 
vault. 


Clemente had been build­ 
ing a reputation for helping 
people, from the destitute to 
teammates. (Willie Stargell 
and Danny Murtaugh, for ex­ 
ample, g i v e testimony to 
Clemente’s chiropractic han­ 
diwork, saying that t h e y 
walked easier after Clemente 
had knuckled up their sacro- 
iliacs.) 
His dream project was to 
build a “sports city” in his 
home country, Puerto Rico. 


The sports city would be a 
place where poor kids, from 
the United States as well as 
Puerto Rico, could come to 


live and play and learn. 
“Through m e,” he o n c e 
said, “lots of people can be 
helped. People look up to 
you when you are in sports. 
They try to imitate you.” 


Bill Russell once said that 
kids could look up to him as 
an athlete but their fathers 
should give them the ex­ 
ample to s e t a s people. 
Clemente, 
however, 
s a i d 
that there were many young­ 
sters in Puerto Rico without 
fathers. He felt that in some 
small way his w o r k and 
presence could in part fill a 
void. 


Clemente was not an easy 
laugher. And perhaps he took 
himself so seriously because 
many others did not. He had 
a reputation for suffering in­ 
visible ills. 


Once, for example, he was 
spiked in the arm and foot. 
Yet he came to bat and hit 
a h o m e run. One-handed, 
o n e - l e g g e d . He walked 
around the bases. “ I have so 
much God-given talent that 1 
can play when I ache so 


bad,” he later recalled. “But 
my manager did not under­ 
stand. He thought I was hot- 
dogging it.” 
He was concerned about 
the public’s conception of 
him, “I am no fancy fellow,” 
he affirmed. “But once you 
get an image, no matter 
what, you die with t h a t 
image.” The image that the 
world will carry of Roberto 
Clemente is not one of a man 
with a creaky back, nor of 
one with a .22 gauge arm, 
but of a man who cared 
about people and was com­ 
mitted to doing something 
about it. 
After Clemente’s p l a n e 
c r a s h e d off the coast of 
Puerto Rico, President Anas- 
tacio Somoza of Nicaragua 
sent a cable of condolence to 
Clemente’s wife and three 
young sons: “He died a hero, 
leaving his family in order to 
aid humanity.” 
Somoza, appropriately, did 
not say sports hero. That 
would have been too utterly 
limiting
